; While describing the constmtlVoa of 
the hall glass in our last article direc- 
tions were given to smooth off the facs 
of the frame with sandpaper in order 
to prepare tt for the sh«l!ae or other 
varnish with mhuh It would be coated. 


If the frame Is made of pice or other 
oft and straight trained wood, tad- 


r*txr will give tie neiessary finish to 
the surface, provided the plane Is sharp 
aad if. when the surface Is nearly com- 
pleted. It is set fo as to tat only very 
thin shavings. If quartered oak or 
other hard wood Is useJ the grain Is 
oftta torn oat acd rou;hene!l by the 
place, owing to the cross grained an,l 
early character of nearly all tbes; 
woods. This crossing and Interkxkin; 
of the fibers adds greatly to the beauty 
as well as to the value of the wood for 
furniture or decorative purposes. 


\Vhen placing sa< h w oods the planing 


bit must be kept very sharp — mnth 
sharper than for softer woods—and thj 
cap Iron tanst be set down to within a 
hair line of the catting edge to break off 
the gnarled fibers and prevent them 
from tearing oat below the surface be- 
ing planed. Bat even with this precau- 
tion the place will tear and slightly 
roughen np all the fibers which lie at ait 
angle, contrary to the 
direction fn 


which the plane Is moving. 
• 


Take carefal notice of the fact that 


co amount of sandpapering will ever 
smooth a torn surface, and txfore vrslri- 
It a nr.tr ratting tool lj necessary—th- 
rablnet scraper. This tool is'made o! 
thin saw-plate sue! acd should be about 
4 to S Inches long aad : to 5>i Inches 
w Ide. 


To sharpen the scraper, the two Ion; 


edges are first filed flat and square, or 
at right angles to the sides. Thtslsbest 
accomplished by placing the scraper 
edge op In the benih lise. and, while 
holding the flle sqcarely across th» 
tcraper push acd draw it steadily tiiJe- 
w-lse from end to end of the edge. This 
motion will produce a 'drawing «a 
which will give a very smooth square 
eiJge. After filing the edge true anj 
slightly rounding from ecd to end to 
prevent the corners from tearing, reb 
the edge smooth with an oil stoae.cot 
only on the edge, but also on both sides, 
nntil a perfectly smooth angle is pro- 
duced. Then with a 'tcraptr bcrcish- 
tr"—shorn B at A, la Fijr. 65, or any ver? 
hard smooth steel Implement, held flat 
on the sjde of the scraper—as shown at 
B, force'the edge down uatil It looks as 
shown at t*. Return the scraper to the 
vise. aed. holding the burnhher as at 
D by both hands (one end of the bur- 
nisher in each hand), turn this edge 
Lack until it can be felt acd appears at 
ihowaatE. 


Hew to Use the Scraper. 


To ose the scraper hold It np at an an- 


gle of about thirty degrees from 
vertical, and while pushing it forward 
press hard and firmly to the surfaieof 
the wood. Never rnn the scraper lightly 
over the wood, for this will destroy th» 
keen, sharp edge, but press firmly acd 
compel it to cut like a plane. If It ha* 
been well sharpened It will cut perfectly 
imootb and Ia no way tear or roughen 
Ihe cross fibers of the surface. \Vhea 
loll, resharpen with the borsisher by 
first turning the catting ed£es forward 
arala as at C aad thea as before tcra- 
UK them back, as at EL 


If the burnisher Is always used with

Magazine Rack. 


In Fig CC Is given*an illustration ct 


a magazine rack, w hlch, as was dimtel 
for former articles, should b« made first 
of pice, so that Its constmcttoa will be 
nnderstood acd tome practice gained la 
the ose cf the bow s»w and cabinet file, 
before making It of quartered oik. As 
znagatines are aboet rcven Inches wide, 
the rack may be made ±i Inches or IS 
Inches between the sides, or even longer 
If desired. 


Having decided on the length ct the 


rack, a "stock bill." or list of the pieces 
required, should be written out. This 
will prevent many mistakes acd enable 
fee worker to use greater economy la 
laying out and in cuttins cp his lumber. 
The projection of the front and back 
strips over the two i-Ides, as shown In 
Fig. CS. Is one-qnarter Inch, and thj 
thickness of the titles and of the shelf 
is one-half Inch. If the rack is to be I? 
Inches long Inside, cur stock list will 
read as follows—all tizes being set, acl 
always" In leches:

Patterns. 


When several pieces are to be sawed

Their Value Was Practitally Demon-" 


strated by the Japa,ne<> 


la Battle. 


American military attaches with th* 


Japanese acd 
Kusslan armies ar* 


mnch Impressed by the 
Importance 


which entrenching tool] have had In 
the far eastern war. la a recent report 
to the war department Capt. P. C. 
March writes: -On October IS. 1*04. 
during the battle of Ihe Shabo. I wit- 
nessed a practical eihibitloa of th* 
Japanese ose of the entrenching tools 
carried by the men. 
The Fortieth 


regiment of the teeth iltisIoD, Fourth 
Japanese array, took a position along 
the crest of a hill near the River 3ha. 
which marked the farthest position of 
the Japanese advance at that time and 
oa the front of the Fourth army. Th* 
Russians were visible in force imme- 
diately In front of cs and an attack 
was eipected. Tt* companies detailed 
to construct the trenches came up 
without arms and equalled on their 
haunches under cover on the reverse 
tlope of the hi',1. 
Noncommissioned 


o&c-ers stepped forward from the com- 
panies and threw- themselves on their 
faces on the crest of the hilt They 
then worked themselves forward by 
their hands and feet cntll they ar- 
rived at a point where they could fe* 
all the ground in the Immediate front 
—no dead * pace— and put a peg In the 
ground at that point.. The pegs thus 
established were Joined by marking a 
line oa the ground with th* point of * 
pick.

Ing parties altercating with pick and 
• ntrenching fpide, the files taking In- 
ttrvali from each other by extending 
hands at full length. <ath zcan m\tr-

bility of the Japanese and by the Rcs- 
*ian heaviness, and I realized the ter- 
rille tower given an army by mobility.

our people has alnrot ranptoely disappeared. TI.e present is the tim* 
tor the nesro to lay his foundations in the south. Land can be bowht 
at cheap rates on easy tern)*. The agricultural labor and the- skilled "la." 
bor arc very largely in the lurds of members of my nee. And we will 
mntJnue to be a potent factor in the life of the south in this resjxxt in 
proportion as we prepare ourselves for usefulness in agriculture, in the 
mechanics, in domestic work, as well as in teachFng ar.d the other pro- 
fessions. What we n>ost need, however, just now, is a proper and thor- 
ough economic foundation, coupled with moral and religious training. 


In many respects, tl-.e next 20 j ears are going to be the most serious 


in the history of the race. Within this period it will be largely decided 
whether the negro is going to be able to retain the ho!d which he now 
has upon the industries of the south, or whether his place wiil be filled 
by white people from a distance. The only way that ne can prevent the 
industries from slipping from the regro in all parts of the south is for all 
the educators, ministers and friends of the negro to tin-tc to push for- 
ward, in a whole-souled manner, the industrial or business development 
of the negro, either in sclwol or out of school, or both. - There should 
be a more vital and practical connection between the negro's educated 
brain ar.d his opportunity of earning his daily living. 


I repeat, the industrial training will help cement the friendship of 


the two races. The history of the world proves tliat trade—commerce 
is the forerunner of peace and civilization as between races and nations. 


Say or think what we will, it is thi tangible or visiWe element tint 


is going to tell largely during the r.e.xt.^o years in the solution of the 
race problem. Ex-cry, white nun wiil respect the negro wI» owns a 
two-story brick business block in the center of town and has $5.000 in 
the bank. When a b!ack man Is the largest taxpayer and owns and ctil- 
tivates^thc most successful farm in his county, his white neighbors will 
not object very long to Ins voting and to having his vote honestly count- 
ed. The black man who is the largest contractor in his town and iivts 
in a twp-stcry brick house 5= not likely to be lynched. 


I know that what I have slid is likely to suggest the idea that I 


have put stress upon the lower things of life, the material; that I have 
overlooked the higher side, the ethical and religious. I do not overlook 
the higher or undervalue its worth. All that I advocate is not as an end, 
but as a means. I know as a" race we have got to be patient in tlie hying 
of a firm foundation, that our tendency is too often to get the sha'dow 
instead of the substance, the apearance rather than the reality. 


Further, I know that it Is not an easy thing to rhike a good Chris- 


tlon out of a hungry man.
